The  Pups  first  engaged  the  Opelousas  Athletic  Club  and  were  defeated  by  a 
close  score.  Then  they  played  two  college  freshman  teams;  first,  the  Louisiana  Col- 
lege Kittens,  from  whom  they  won;  next,  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  to  whom 
they  lost  only  after  a  hard  battle.  The  final  game  was  with  Homer  High  School  on 
Thanksgiving  Day.   It  was  in  this  contest  that  the  Bullpups  really  found  themselves.

THE       '  '  S  '  '  CLUB 


Across  the  pages  of  Southwestern  athletic  history  flash  the  names  of  scores  of 
great  athletes — Keener  Cagle,  Johnny  Morriss,  Dudley  Wilkins,  Tut  Richardson,  Dick 
Covington  and  others  stand  out  vividly  in  the  march  of  time.  These  famous  athletes 
are  only  a  few  of  the  some  four  hundred  letter  men  who  make  up  one  of  the  largest 
groups  affiliated  with  Southwestern. 

These  names  are  mentioned  as  symbols  of  the  spirit  behind  the  organization 
known  as  the  "S"  Club.  The  organization,  while  inactive  as  a  body  during  times  of 
comparative  harmony  and  tranquility  in  Southwestern  history,  has  risen  on  occasions 
to  throw  its  support  solidly  behind  the  institution  which  has  nurtured  its  members 
during  the  fledgling  days  of  athletics  at  Southwestern. 

The  present  alumni  group  of  the  "S"  Club  is  under  the  care  of  Rex  McCullough, 
Jr.,  as  president,  Gladu  Dupuis  as  vice-president,  and  Levi  Jordan  as  secretary- 
treasurer. 

All  letter  men  are  eligible  to  membership.  Football,  basketball,  boxing,  track 
and  tennis  letter  winners  have  been  admitted.  The  campus  athletes  who  have  earned 
letters  have  a  junior  organization  which  is  affiliated  with  the  alumni  group. 

No  history  of  the  "S"  Club  would  be  complete  without  mention  of  Tom  Cambre. 
Cambre,  only  four-letter  man  in  Southwestern  history,  has  been  for  many  years  the 
guiding  spirit  behind  the  activities  of  the  club.  He  has  untiringly  devoted  his  time 
to  the  needs  and  organization  of  the  club.  Mention  should  also  be  made  of  Gus 
Trahan,  Henry  Lemmon,  Nig  Bujard,  Levi  Jordan,  Rex  McCullough  and  Vincent  Saia. 
These  men  re-organized  the  "S"  Club  in  the  dark  days  of  Southwestern  athletic  history 
(1932-33)  and  have  kept  it  alive  with  unselfish  devotion  to  the  athletic  tradition  and 
at  a  sacrifice  to  personal  interests. 

The  pages  of  he  "S"  Club  history  are  filled  with  many  interesting  tales  of  athletic 
heroism  but  the  legends  of  its  men  will  be  handed  down  through  the  ages  by  word 
of  mouth,  gaining  color  with  each  telling  and  like  the  sagas  of  the  Greek  heroes  will 
live  forever  where  athletes  gather.

Captain  Mosby  Lindsay's  shoes  will  be  hard  to  fill  next  year.  He  was  the  only 
regular  from  the  well  balanced  1935  team  and  it  was  his  big  job  to  carry  the  team 
of  sophomores  all  through  the  season.  Mosby  never  was  an  exceptional  shot,  but 
he  made  up  for  that  by  being  the  most  aggressive  and  best  defensive  man  on  the 
squad.  His  coach  usually  gave  him  the  assignment  of  covering  the  outstanding  star 
of  each  team  and  the  job  that  he  did  was  usually  superb.  Lindsay  was  a  leader  out 
there  on  the  hardwood  floor,  guiding  his  band  of  sophomores  along  the  lines  of 
clean  sportsmanship,  stimulating  them  in  the  ways  of  cooperation  with  one  another 
and  their  coach.  He  has  a  brother  at  the  Lafayette  High  School  that  has  the  same 
ruggedness  and  grit  that  is  his.  In  another  year  he  graduates  and  it  would  be  an 
honor  to  the  school  and  to  the  athletic  department  to  have  him  with  us. 

Jim  Richard,  playing  his  first  year  as  a  regular  on  the  varsity  squad  has  shown 
flashes  of  being  one  of  the  outstanding  basket  shooters  on  the  team.  We  hope  that 
he  will  duplicate  those  nights  he  had  against  Tulane  University  more  often.  Richard 
played  in  only  seven  games  and  when  the  individual  scoring  was  tallied  he  was  second. 
This  alone  gives  some  indication  of  his  goal  shooting.  He  will  be  back  with  us  again 
next  fall. 

Harry  Saucier,  also  played  his  first  year  of  varsity  ball.  He  has  come  to  South- 
western with  very  little  coaching  and  experience  but  he  was  a  very  worthy  player  to 
the  team  this  year.  As  each  game  was  played  he  improved  and  his  experience  in 
this  past  season's  games  will  help  him  a  great  deal  this  coming  season.  Due  to  his 
six-foot-three-inch  frame,  he  was  used  as  a  center.

Merritt  Beadle,  senior  guard  on  the  35-36  squad  played  his  first  season  under 
the  red  and  white  colors.  Due  to  outside  work  Beadle  could  never  come  out  for 
the  varsity  squad  until  this  year,  but  all  the  experience  that  he  had  picked  up  while 
playing  with  independent  teams  made  him  a  valuable  man.  Merritt  had  his  on  and 
off  games,  as  all  first  season  men  do.  He  still  wears  the  wreath  of  honor  for  annexing 
a  total  of  fourteen  points  that  paved  the  way  for  our  victory  over  Tulane.  Beadle 
finished  seventh  in  individual  scoring  with  a  total  of  42  points  in  thirteen  games.  We 
are  sorry  to  say  that  graduation  will  take  Merritt  from  our  court  next  season. 

J.  Y.  Duncan,  had  a  back  court  position  on  this  year's  club,  and  proved  a  very 
worthy  defensive  man  as  a  sophomore.  He  was  far  from  being  a  polished  player  when 
he  came  to  us,  but  some  of  the  rough  spots  have  been  removed  and  undoubtedly  his 
finesse  both  offensively  and  defensively  will  be  markedly  improved.  Duncan  was 
fifth  from  the  top  in  individual  scoring  with  a  total  of  46  points  in  fourteen  games. 
Jerry  is  one  of  our  few  three  sport  men,  his  best  being  track,  basketball  second,  and 
football  comes  last.  Being  a  three  sport  man  has  made  a  great  competitor  of  this 
man,  the  game  can  never  become  too  rough  for  him,  he  likes  to  be  in  the  thick 
of  it  all.  Clean  sportsmanship,  cooperation  with  his  coaches  and  the  school,  and  his 
showmanship  have  made  him  one  of  the  best  liked  men  on  our  campus. 

Raoul  Landry,  a  junior  forward  was  the  other  letter  man,  beside  Lindsay  on  the 
team.  His  playing  was  considerably  hampered  during  the  first  semester,  due  to  an 
ankle  injury  sustained  in  the  Tulane  game,  but  during  the  second  part  of  our  season  he 
played  hard  and  fast  to  make  up  for  the  lost  time.  When  Richard  left  us,  Landry  took 
over  his  assignment  as  the  offensive  forward.  His  speed  and  ball  handling  ability 
gave  him  many  opportunities  to  score,  which  placed  him  third  from  the  top  in  indi- 
vidual scoring  with  a  total  of  fifty  points  in  nine  contests.    Landry  also  takes  part

Fred  Cowart,  a  new  athlete  on  our  campus,  is  a  transfer  from  the  Pearl  River 
Junior  College  of  Poplarville,  Mississippi.  Although  small  in  stature,  Fred  makes  up 
for  his  size  by  speed  and  aggressiveness.  He  got  a  slow  start  this  season  since  it 
took  time  for  him  to  learn  the  Southwestern  style  of  attack,  but  as  he  picked  it  up 
and  became  a  regular  on  the  starting  five  and  one  of  the  most  valuable  men  to  the 
team. 

Vernon  Bell,  starting  his  varsity  competition  the  second  semester  proved  a  very 
worthy  member  of  the  team.  His  height  and  ruggedness  was  a  great  aid  to  the 
squad  in  alternating  with  Saucier  at  the  center  position.  Bell  has  practiced  con- 
sistently as  a  one-hand  shot  and  this  shot  alone  proved  the  doom  to  the  undefeated 
Loyola  University  team  when  he  sank  five  in  a  row.  He  will  be  with  us  two  more 
seasons. 

Albert  Zock,  our  outstanding  football  player,  transferred  his  aggressiveness  to 
the  hardwood  floor  as  soon  as  the  season  started.  Zock  is  also  another  of  our  three- 
sport  men,  his  best  sport  being  football.  He  showed  advanced  improvement  as  the 
season  went  along  and  if  he  were  back  with  us  again  next  season  his  game  would 
surprise  most  of  us.

Jim  plays  a  defensive  position  on  the  squad  and  when 
he  substituted  for  any  of  the  first  team  he  usually  took  up  where  they  had  left  off, 
doing  his  job  in  great  style.  With  a  fair  basket  eye,  poise  and  coordination  he  has 
great  possibilities.    We  hope  that  Jim  turns  those  possibilities  into  actualities.

The  association  is  concerned  only  with  voluntary 
participation  in  athletic  activities,  laying  special  emphasis  upon  those  which  may  be 
continued  after  college  days. 

As  a  member  of  the  Athletic  Conference  of  American  College  Women,  the 
associaiton  is  pledged  to  non-participation  in  inter-scholastic  games  and  is  active  in 
the  movement  to  abolish  the  highly  competitive  games  which  have  been  found  to  result 
in  the  physical  detriment  of  adolescents  in  secondary  schools. 

The  Women's  Athletic  Association,  through  its  varied  activities,  aims  to  cultivate 
an  enduring  sport  habit  in  women  students  of  Southwestern  until  all  are  participating 
in  sport — for  health,  for  skill  and  for  fun.

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VARSITY  TRACK 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  Coach  Browne's  stellar  track  team  was  crowned 
the  undisputed  champions  of  the  S.  I.  A.  A.,  by  running  rough  shod  over  all  compe- 
tition, piling  up  a  total  of  75  points,  the  largest  ever  made  by  any  college  in  the 
conference  meet.  This  was  a  dazzling  and  spectacular  year  for  the  proteges  of  Coach 
Browne.  Beginning  with  the  Relay  Carnival  and  finishing  brilliantly  at  the  S.  I.  A.  A., 
the  Southwestern  team  showed  heel  dust  to  practically  all  competition.  The  Red  and 
White  broke  more  records  in  1935  than  ever  before. 


To  start  the  dual  meet  competition,  a  flu-stricken  Southwestern  team  was  de- 
feated by  a  strong  L.  S.  U.  team  68  to  49.  The  next  meet  was  between  the  Normal 
Demons  and  Bulldogs.  The  Demons  were  a  little  weak  and  suffered  its  worst  defeat 
ever  administered  to  a  Normal  team  when  they  went  down  before  the  onslaught  of 
the  Bulldogs  by  the  score  of  104  to  8. 

The  next  foe  to  invade  Lafayette  was  Louisiana  College.  After  a  fair  start, 
they  found  the  Red  and  White  performing  superbly  and  were  trounced  by  the  score 
of  79  to  32.  Southwestern  entered  the  S.  A.  A.  U.  at  Baton  Rouge  and  made  a  splen- 
did showing  in  big  time  competition.  They  did  not  reach  their  peak  however  until  the 
following  week  at  the  S.  I.  A.  A.  at  Alexandria.  The  Bulldogs  were  at  their  best  and 
completely  dominated  practically  every  event. 


In  view  of  the  splendid  performance  turned  in  by  the  entire  team  and  the  records 
they  set  up  for  the  future  teams  of  Southwestern  to  shoot  at,  we  say  congratulations! 
To  Coach  Browne  who  has  been  so  ably  supervising  the  destiny  of  our  track  team, 
we  say,  well  done!
